Where blind students job survey 
find a new philosophy in Albany

ALBANY — “Blindness is 
merely a physical affliction. 
It is society’s view of blind- 
hess that poses the real 
problem.” 

Alan Jenkins, adminis- 
trator of the Orientation 
Center for the Blind, drum- 
med his desktop, searching 
for the right word. 

“Tt is difficult to explain. 
Blindness always has been 
regarded as one of the most 
dreaded physical hand- 
icaps. Society, throughout 
history, has believed that 
the loss of sight affects 
every other sense, and a 
person who loses his sight is, 
therefore, doomed. 

“Unfortunately, the vic- 
tim who is blinded by dis- 
ease or an accident, is in- 
clined to accept society’s 
verdict. He feels doomed to 
idleness and dependency. 
And he lapses into despen- 
dency. Having been blind 
since I was a child of eight, I 
can understand the view- 
point. And having been 
trained, I can see the fallacy 
of that reasoning. 

“The blinded person must 
be shown that he can, de- 
spite the loss of his eyes, 
become an active and useful 
member of society. 

“That’s where we come 
in. At the Orientation Center 
we teach the techniques that 
provide alternatives to 
sight. And this, of course, 
must cover considerable 
ground. Everything in this 
world is geared to the per- 
son who can use his eyes. 

“But once our students 
learn the alternative to 
sight, they’ve learned to 
cope with the physical facts 
of blindness. 

“Then comes the big ste 
— overnight the sociologica 
attitude. The old miscon- 
ceptions held by the world— 
misconceptions blind 
people, as I’ve said, are in- 
clined, at first, to accept — 
begin to crumble when the 
blind student starts to lead 
an active, more indepen- 
dent life. 

“Blindness does not affect 
the rest of the body. Nor 
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I does it affect the mind. 
There still is the same abil- 
] ity to visualize, create, 
Bf make decisions and act on 
I those decisions. But before a 
wf blind person can develop his 
full potential, he must ac- 


cept this viewpoint — he is 
not helpless — not depen- 
dent on other people. He can 
be judged, like everyone 
else, on his actual 
capabilities. 

“When he arrives at this 
point of realization, his self 
esteem, his self-confidence 
takes over, and he becomes 
a living refutation of socie- 
ty’s old theory of blindness. 

“That’s what we're all 
about. We’ve been operat- 
ing as a training center for 
45 years — the last 13 years 
here at the head of Adams 
Street. During that period 
we've trained hundreds to 
go out into the competitive 
world. And today we have a 
diversified alumnae — doc- 
tors, lawyers, ranchers and 
farmers, engineers, 
teachers and housewives, 
just to name a few. We even 
Include a building contrac- 
tor among our graduates. 
These are people who have 
built successful careers in 


highly opens fields, 
and they didn’t ask any 
handicap points. 

“But to get back to the 
actual training program. 
We bring the individual 
along little by little. As he 
picks up the various 
techniques he gains confi- 
dence.” 

A class in mobility 
teaches the student how to 
travel about freely, using a 
long cane as an “‘antenna.”’ 
Communication classes 
teach Braille and the use of 
a typewriter. Braille — a 
six-dot system of 63 combi- 
nations — allows the aver- 
age student to read at 90 to 
100 words per minute. A 
speed-reading expert in 
Braille recently achieved a 
4,300 word-per-minute rate, 
using eight fingers to scan 
eight lines of the raised dots 
simultaneously.

Perseid meteor shower 
lighting Albany skies 


ALBANY — The Perseid 
meteor shower, a perennial 
visitor since the comet of 
1862, will be plainly visible 
to Albany residents through 
next Tuesday, according to 
a spokesman of the Califor- 
nia Academy of Sciences. 
The ‘‘star shower’’ ap- 
peared in the northeastern 
sky Monday. 

‘During a meteor shower, 
the earth encounters large 
numbers of meteoroid par- 
ticles, all moving nearly in 
the same orbit or stream 
about the sun. It is thought 
that these tiny particles are 
left from a comet’s passage. 
The Perseid’s orignate from 
a comet which appeared in 
1862. These particles weigh 
only a few thousandths of an 
ounce and most of ‘them 
burn up as soon as they 
touch the earth’s atmos- 
phere,’’ the Academy 
spokesman said. 

The Perseid shower will 
reach its peak of about 50 
meteors per. hour in the 
early morning hours of Fri- 
day. Best viewing occurs 
usually after midnight in 
clear skies. 

The Perseid meteor dis- 


play and its namesake, the 

reek hero, Perseus, are 
featured in the current sky 
show at the Morrison 
Planetarium entitled 
“Tales of the Summer Sky.” 
Show times are daily, 
through Sept. 5, at 12:30, 2 
and 2:20 with evening shows 
at 7:30 on Wednesday and 
Thursday. 

The Morrison 
Planetarium is located at 
the California Academy of 
Sciences in Golden Gate 
Park.

‘Redefine the term navigable waters’ 


ALBANY — Jerome Association of Realtors, is

“A recent Supreme Court 
decision changed the in- 
terpretation of the term 
navigable waters to mean 
any body of water which 
would include lakes, rivers, 
streams and even farm 
ponds, Blank told the Real- 
tor group. ‘‘By this interpre- 
tation, any body of water in 
this drought-parched state 
is now considered ‘naviga- 
ble’ and the implications to 
any new construction are 
horrendous.” Y 
He used the example of a 
lot on the shore of a stream 
or lake requiring lengthy 
Army Corps. of Engineers 
pene sopreval before any 
uilding could be done and 
urged support of Bentson’s 
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amendments to remove the 
use of restrictive federal 
land controls. 

“T have written to Sen. 
Allan Cranston (D-Calif.) 
and to Sen. S. I. Hayakawa 
(R-Calif.) asking their sup- 
port of this important 
amendment,” Blank con- 
tinued. “I didn’t realize the 
implications of this until we 
tried to build a sixplex along 
a creek that is almost dry 
and found that we had to get 
an Army Corps. of En- 
gineers pagent Can you im- 
agine the implications of 
such a law?” 

He cited the case of a de- 
veloper near San Mateo, 
California who has been 
fighting with the Army for 
more than four years to get 
a permit to build on “wet- 
lands”’ in a lagoon commun- 
ity which has added several 
thousands of dollars to his 
cost of construction. 

“While our interests are 
primarily those of Califor- 
nia,’ Blank added, ‘the 

roblem is nationwide. It af- 

ects a rancher in Idaho ora 
lakefront builder in Min- 
nesota with the same sever- 


ity.’ 

He noted that he had just 
received a telegram from 
his counterpart at the Texas 
Association of Realtors, 
Reese Henry, urging 
California Realtors to sup- 
port the Bentson amend- 
ment. 


“The measure has passed 
the House of Representa- 
tives and within a short time 
the Senate will vote on this 
important issue,’’ Blank 
said.

—If you camp out durin 
warm weather, chec 
around your vehicle, camp 
gear, bedding, and other 
shade areas when you come 
into camp. Snakes seek 
shade during hot daylight 
hours and seek warmth 
under clothing, sleeping 
bags and other camp gear in 
cool weather. 

—If you hear a rattles- 
nake, stand still until you’re 
sure of its location. Snakes 
usually retreat if given a 
chance. 

Treatment for a rattles- 
nake bite should begin as 
soon as possible. Keep the 
victim calm and apply 
tourniquets above and 
below the bite to slow the 
ae of venom. The bands 
should be loosened for 1 mi- 
nute every 15 minutes and 
they should be moved to 
keep ahead of any swelling. 
They should be snug Ccagh 
to permit slipping a finger 
under them. The intent is 
not tostop all circulation but 
to restrict the flow of blood 
and lymph under the skin 
and in vessels near the sur- 
face. Rings, bracelets, and 
wristwatch should be re- 
moved if the bite is on the

_ OAKLAND — A $17 mill- 
ion federal grant is being 
sought by AC Transit to give 
East Bay riders continued 
dependable, top quality 
transportation.

tax allocations 


ALBANY — The City of 
Albany today received 
$6,233 as its share of the 
highway users taxes; $4,521 
in cigarette taxes; $4,359 in 
motor vehicle fees and $77 in 
off-highway taxes, for the 
month of July. Alameda 
County was allocated 
$539,340 in highway users 
taxes, $40,949 in cigarette 
taxes, $244, 598 in motor veh- 
icle fees and $4,374 in off- 
highway taxes for the same 


period. 

The July allocations were 
announced by State Control- 
ler Kenneth Cory. “‘A total 
of $13,790,561 of the highway 
users’ taxes went directly to 
the counties; $8,248,845 to 
the cities; $29,876,553 for 
expenditures on State 
Highways; $1,155,000 to the 
ey Conservation Fund; 
and $30,000 to the Bicycle 
Lane Account, Cory said. 

“The total apportionment 
was derived from the follow- 
ing sources: gasoline tax, 
$49,939,204; diesel fuel tax, 
$3,159,343; and miscellane- 
ous, $2,413. 

“The total available for the 
July apportionment was 
$22,457,135 less than that for 
the pevcoming month. The 

asoline tax was $19,868,098 
ess than the June figures. 
The diesel fuel tax was 
$2,586,782 less than that for 
June. 

“The distribution was 
$685,777 less than that for 
the same month last year. 
The July 1977 gasoline tax 
distribution was $331,454 
more than that for July 1976. 
The diesel fuel tax distribu- 
tion was $1,017,370 less than 


in July 1976. : 

“The cigarette tax dis- 
tribution represents 30 per- 
cent of the revenue de 
sited in the Cigarette Tax 
Fund during the month, less 
the state’s administrative 
costs of $27,027. 


“The ‘in-lieu’ distribution 
represents the cities’ and 
counties’ share of license 
fees and ther revenue depo- 
sited in the Motor Vehicle 
License Fee Account during 
June, 1977, and the semi- 
annual allocation of re- 
venues deposited in the 
Off-Highway License Fee 
Fund. 


“The state excise tax at 
the rate of $2 per $100 of 
market value takes the 
place of local property tax 
on motor vehicles. Except 
for that portion withheld to 
cover administrative costs, 
the money is returned to 
local governments which 
may use their shares for 
general purposes. 


“The off-highway re- 
venues derive from a $4 fee 
charged for issuance or re- 
newal of identification of 
those off-highway vehicles 
designated by law for such 
identification. This fee is in 
lieu of all taxes according to 
value levied for state or 
local purposes. Cities and 
counties may use the funds 
for specified activities in 
connection with the use or 
control of such vehicles.
